ol tho UaU-docoiupostxl body of a woman tvud 
Tuesday discovered iii tho sub-collai-of tho 
Cnrlton house, at Fraiikfoit and William 
stroot.:. Ihiried iu ti Uoiip of ashes that havo 
boon acL'iimulatiiiB for many yours, work- 
ingmon eujjayed in dunning tho collai* wore 
horrified on being confronted with tho re- 
mains of u onco i'oautiful young woman 
with fragments of shimmering satin and laco 
still clinging to tho bony.-;. Tho remains woro 
decomposed buyond any possibility of rucog- 
nition, oxoopt by tho t-lothos, which still ro- 
tnincil tboir color. From all indications, sho 
had boon the victim of a foul murder, her 
body buing deposited! where found some, yoavj 
ago. It lay buried in dobris and ashes some 
four feet in height. 


Tho body was found immediately beneath 


tho Chinoso liiundry of tho liotol. It lay on 
its back, the fcot about a foot higher than 
tho shoulders. Thoro woro about eighteen 
inches of ashes on'top of tho body and fully 
two and a half foot underneath. The right 
arm lay straight by tho side of Uio body and 
tho left folded across tho bosom. Tho loft 
log was perfectly straight, a stripod stocking 
•still covering it and tho foot up to tho toes. 
A black garter hold it in placo. Thoro was 
no shoo on tho foot, 
Tho right log was 


thrown over tho loft and rostod against tho 
wall. 


When tho body was exhumed, tho log be- 


came disjointed at tho knoo. This limb and 
foot \vero entirely devoid of covering. Tho 
hoad was severed from tho body, and when 
found was completely onvolopod in a small 
plaid shawl, a towol, and somo handker- 
chiefs, all of which wore stiff from clotted 
and dried blood.

silky, 


and 
dark 
broivn. 
Tho 
skull 
was 


crushed in just back of tbe apex, the 
indentations looking as if they had boon 
mado with a hammer or some other blunt in- 
strument. Around tho slondor nock there 
still'romair.ed a greatly docompoaed collar,ap- 
parently of fine Spanish lace, fastened with 
a jot pin. The rotted remnants of what was 
onco a fino sack, or Spanish suawl, clung to 
the upper portion of tho bod}-. Fine lace 
work and silk frhigo completely covered the 
bosom and shoulders, while tho lacu trim- 
mings around tho sloeves at tho-wrists wore 
almost perfect. 


She was about flvo foot two inches high, of 


medium build, and probably not more than 
:>0 or L'S years old. From her goneral ap- 
pearance, tho regular features, small head 
and extremities, she may have boon a Spanish 
woman or Creole. "Who sho was, where sho 
camo from, bow she met her death, or how 
long sho has lain in tho sub-cellar, are quus- 
'.ions which will probably remain a mystery.
